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church order If the traditional vestments may be worn at the Com- 
munion, the cope and surphcc, which could be worn by persons not m 
holy orders, arc permitted as an alternative If non-commumcating 
attendance is not forbidden, there may be no celebration “except there 
be some to communicate wnth the pnest” If the use of oil is retained at 
Baptism and the Visitation of the Sick, there is no requirement that the 
oil should be blessed, and at Confirmation, the use of chnsm, held by 
the Catholics to be the matter of that Sacrament, is abandoned Much 
of the anaent cuchanstic phraseology is preserved in the Communion 
Service, but, in its new English dress and context, it can be understood 
m a sense other than the anaent, and the elevation of host and chalice 
arc expressly forbidden Gardiner, Bishop of Winchester, who asenbed 
the composition of the Communion Service to Cranmer, could argue 
that the Service was “not distant from Cathohe Faith” touching tran- 
substantiaaon and tlie propitiator)^ sacrifice for the h\nng and the dead, 
and that m this respect the Service u as at variance with Cranmer’s own 
doctrine and belief, Cranmer wrote to disprove Gardmer’s contention 
The Book as a whole, then, and particularly its Communion Scn^icc, 
are, as Hooper said of them, “of doubtful construction” Laamcr was 
to say afterwards, at lus disputation with Smith, tliat he discerned no 
great difference be ween the Communion Service of 1549 and that of 
1552^ The large equivocal element m die Book of 1549 may seem per- 
plexing in the light of Cranmer’s known rcfornimg views and aims, 
but the explanation of it is offered to us m a letter wittcn by the 
Strasburg reformers, Martin Buccr and Paul Fagius, to their friends at 
home Buccr and his companion ^^crc in personal contact with 
Cranmer We may accordingly accept dicir authont) is w ell grounded, 
\\hcn they state that the ceremonies of the First Prayer Book repre- 
sented a concession to “the infirmity of the age”, and w ere onl) to be

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tion of this revised Communion Service than that contained m the entry 
of die Grey Friars* Chromcle against November ist, 1552, ‘'Item on 
Allhallow day beganne the bokc of the new scrvis of bred and wync in 
Po wiles” ^ The new Service represented a defimtc and dchberate breach 
with the doctrinal and liturgical tradition hitherto existmg m England 
The Act of 1552 attached to the revised Book "The fourmcand manor 
of makyngc and consecratyngc Bishoppes, Pnestes, and Deacons”, or 
Ordinal In 1549, the Ordinal had been a separate volume Its forms of 
ordination had retained something of die traditional pattern, but little 
of the traditional text, in particular, all phraseology suggestive of the 
sacrifiaal functions of the priesthood, or of the high-pnesdy character 
of bishops, is carefully removed On the other hand, the influence of 
reformed conceptions of the ministry, spcaally of those advanced by 
Buccr in his Dt ordntattotic kgitima, is definite The differences between 
the first and second Ordinals arc shght The first Ordmal retamed the 
mediaeval practice of giving a chalice, or cup, with bread, to newly 
ordained priests, accompinicd by a newly composed formula confernng 
authority to preach and to adnimistcr die Sacraments, it also retamed 
the practice of giving a pastoral staff to a bishop at his consecration 
Both these practices were abandoned m 1552 In die second and subse- 
quent Ordinals, the only "instruments” given to Anglican ministers at 
ordination arc a Bible to bishops and pnests, and a New Tcst4ament to 
deacons 

A comparison of the revised Prayer Book of 1552 wdi diat m use 
to-day will reveal the fact that the Second Edwardine Book is sub- 
stantially the Book of 1662 But It IS only substantially, and not entirely 
so, for our present Prayer Book, apart from several additions, exhibits 
certain features whicli accord less wnth the temper of 1552 than with 
that of 1549 As both Eduardnic Books can be understood only against 
the background of early Reformation historj\ so later lustory must be 
considered in order to account for the later developments 

The Second Pra}cr Book was abolished after less than taaclvc 
months of use b) Queen Mar^^’s First Act of Repeal passed m the autumn 
of 1553 » '^nd the Sanini scraicc books returned \wth the rcstoranon of 
Catliolic worship Upon the accession of Queen Ehzabctli on Novem- 
ber 17th 1558 u was expected that the Pra)cr Book would be restored 
On December aytli, the Queen issued a Proclamation forbiddmg the 
change of the existing order "untill consultation may be had by Parlia- 
ment” Exception was made, however, for the reading of the Gospel 
and Epistle of the day in English, and for the rcatation of the English 
Litanv as said in the Queen’s Chapel The clause for deliverance "from 
the txTaunv ot the bishop of Rome”, etc , w’os wointing from the printed 
edition of this Litanv, issued on lanuarv ist, IS59, and has never since

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been reiroftd. There b rcisoo to thhik tbit a propotal made for the 
restoration of the Book oft 549 on tbc ODC ba^ and on the other for the 
adoptxnoTa reduced form of the Bookofl55-,smular totbattnedby 
the coogrepadoo of Englnb cmigrantj at FnnkfWl. The Book nhi- 
nute^ coaobibed by the Ebnbetban Actof Uniibctnit^of April, 1559. 
was the Book of 155a ^.-itb three ipedbed changes, vrr. an tdditiomi 
table of lessow foe Suodavs, the Litany altered to agree s^stb the 
Queen s form and to rodude certain priyen, and the prefixing of the 
Words of AdmiDDtraDao of 1549 to those of 155a, as we have them 
to-day When the Book was btoed, U was fb«nd to coma in a new mbne 
ordering the me of the vesture worn in “thciecondcj'eareofthc teygoc 
of King Edward the VT This rubric, which has turmMrd to our own 
orw covered the restocanoo of the Mass vestments. In prtctMx. bow 
ever the normal vesture was the rmrihcc, over which, m the Qocen ■ 
Chapel and m some cathedral and coUegute churches, a cope was worn, 
m a giT ci u cnt with the ruboc of 1549. The Black Rubne havmg 
formed no port of the Book cstahhibcd by Parbament in 1552, was not 
mduded m the Book of 1559, 

The Ehtabethan Prayer Book was otooiiocs equally to Paptsti md 
to Puntans. The Puntia war cneiErDC m attempting to replace the 
Anghcan with the Generan lyttem cid the Govemmeot, in defence of 
m ecclesiastical pohcT was drmn to reprcB the profiason of the more 
extreme form of the New Rchgioti, as it had dene with the adhereno of 
the Old, With the accesnon ofjaraa I m 1603 the Puntans hoped for 
a protcstint nmnori of the Prayer Book; m particubr they hoped for 
the abohnon of ConfirmaDoei, which the Ehzabethan bfabops had, in 
feet, seldom adnunistcred. The Hamptoa Court Coofercncc, which was 
the answer to the Pmitam Millenary Petitloo was a duappolntiDeiit 
to them. The rcsnlti of the Ccmfenaice iadoded the addinoo to the 

Catcdnim of CToesaora and antwen concerning the Sacraments, and the 

retenoon of Confirmanon as a “hying on of Innili upcai driV iren 
hapozed, and able to render an account of rh err feith, according to the 

Caicshfaiu The new King, happy to regard himaclf as defender of the 

fenh of hh new kmgdocn, promulgated the TTM-rwii-rl Puyer Book E>y 
Royal Proclamanoti on March 5tfa, 1604, The Puntam, on their fide, 
dhailcnged the legality of the Jacobean Book upon the ground that it 
lacked Parlhineiuary anthonzatioo. Their bortfhey to the Anghcan 
System and m Lmwy thenceforward merc a s ed . 

Under p c c am e of coctrorctiy with Ptpest and Pnrmn danng the 
Hhrahethan and Jacobean persods, Ang&xmsm dcrrloped ^uahcy of 
winch li had barely shown protniic hi the Edwardme tune. The appeal 
to the standard of the prxmtthre Church, as wcD. as to that of Scripture; 
made m the Act of Ctaifisnmty of 1549, was oeatrd icnoaily and wnh 
V eanrm g by the gtemt fewmathre Anghcins, John Jewel and Rkhaid

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Hooker, niid led to the study of church history, of the Fathers, and of 
anaent liturgies The first effects of these studies appear m the Pra)er 
Book drawn up for Scotland between 1633 and 1636 The Book was, 
and often still is, wongly attributed to Archbishop Laud Laud was 
a consultant, but the pnnapal compilers of the Book were two Scottish 
bishops, John Max^vcll, Bishop of Ross, and James Wedderbum, 
Bisliop of Dunblane, wlio were responsible for its distinctive variations 
from the English Book The most striking feature of the Scottish Book 
IS ns Communion Service, in which tlic order of the parts from the 
Invitation to the idministration is re-arranged in a manner reminiscent 
of the Communion Service of 1549, but not exaaly following it The 
influence of tlic Service of 1549 is seen again m the Scottish Prayer of 
Consecration, which skilfully joins the petition for the blessing of the 
elements belonging to tlic Service of 1549 with its counterpart in the 
Service of 1552, and attaches the Memorial and Prayer of Oblation, 
according to die text of 1 549, to the narrative of institution The General 
Prayer is amphficd by a petition for the dead and a commemoration of 
the saints The rubrics of the Scottish Communion Service arc at once 
more precise and more calculated to ensure reverence and decency than 
diosc of the contemporary^ English Book The Scottish Prayer Book 
was issued in 1637, without previous submission to the General Assem- 
bly of the Scottish Church This imprudence brought about its imme- 
diate rejection without regard to its merits Tlic wwk of compiling it, 
how ever, was not in vain The Scottish Communion Office lies behind, 
not only the present Scottish Liturgv , but also die American and South

Scottish Service To the Scottish Prayer Book, again, the revisers were 
in debt for the addition of the prayers now reated after the Anthem at 
Matnns and Evensong The revisers’ first-hand additions include the 
Occasional Prayers and Thanksgivings The revisers also amended, 
without always improvmg, a number of the Collects, and they included 
the Psalter as a constituent part of the Book Not the least conspicuous 
of their amendments arc those made m the Ordinal, the most significant 
of which arc designed to stress the distinctions of order m the ministry 
by way of witness against the Presbytenan conception of ministerial 
parity In the title of the corrected Book, it will be noticed, there has 
been a return to the tradition of 1549 The circumstances and aims of 
the revision arc set out in a new Preface 

Such, m compendium, is the story of the Book of Common Prayer 
and Its revisions Tins too brief narrative will have served its wnter’s 


I iurposc if It refreshes its reader’s memory of the story, and also if it 
las reminded him that the story itself is but a part, and not the least 
important part, of a larger history The Prayer Book is a product of the 
Reformation, and of the arcumstanccs peculiar to the English Reforma- 
tion In Its inception, and at its successive revisions, the Prayer Book 
was treated less as a prayer book than as an instrument of ecclesiastical 
policy, whether by the government or by the episcopate, or by both 
As such, tile Prayer Book has as patently failed of its purpose as the suc- 
cessive Acts of Umformity have failed Such failure, however, we see to 
have been inevitable, because the Reformation, whatever benefits it 


conferred, destroyed the religious unity of England Yet, as a prayer 
book, the Prayer Book has, as patently, not failed It is m virtue ot its 
merits as a prayer book that the Book of Common Prayer is securely 
lodged m tlic affections of the Engbsh-spcaking peoples How this 
should be we may see if we compare the Collects and prayers of the 
Prayer Book, in any one of its forms, with the Collects and prayers in 
Hennaan Primers, m Ehzabethan spcaal scranccs, in the abortive essay 
in revision of 1689, in the pan-protestant adaptation of 1852, or in the 
unsuccessful attempt at a revision made some nventy to twenty-five 
\cars ago The prayers of the Prayer Book present a remarkable com- 
bination of die expression of profound spiritual need and aspiration 
wath a diction so apparendy natural and spontaneous that those w^ho 
attempt to imitate it generally fail to perceive the stnet rules upon which 
It is framed If the English Liturgy^ is not incomparable, its language is 
so It IS a supreme tesumony to the abiding worth of the Prayer Book, 
as a Book of worship and devotion, that its prayers, and c\cn its scr- 
wees, arc to-day used b} many of those whose forefathers preferred to 
endure pcrsecuaon rather thin to accept the Prayer Book, and who

4 THE FIRST EDWARDINE PRAYER BOOK. 1549 

Several issues of the First Prayer Book were printed m 1549 both 
by Grafton and Whitchurch, to whom in 1547 King Edward VI had 
granted a licence to print “books concerning divine service being 
in the cnglish or latm tongue*' Two issues were also printed at 
Worcester by John Oswen No two of these issues agree completely 
The maximum pnee of the Book was fixed by royal injunction at 
two shillings a copy unbound, and at three shillings and fourpcnce 
a copy bound “in paste or m boordcs“

6 MERBECKE’S BOOK OF COMMON PRAYER hOTED 

Altliough It was not intended that the new English services should 
be less musical than their Latin predecessors, Cranmer desired that the 
music should be simpler in character In his letter to King Henry VIII, 
dated Oaober 7th, 1544, and submitting the texts of his projected 
English Processional, Cranmer suggests that ‘*Somc devout and solemn 
note’’ be made for them, as has already been done for the Litan), and 
cononucs, ‘‘in mine opinion the song that shall be made thereunto 
would not be full of notes, but, as near as may be, for every syllabic 
a note, so that it may be sung distmaly and devoutly” Here we have

7 THE FIRST EDWARDINE ORDINAL 1550 

By an Act of Parlnincnt of January 31st 1545-50 it was enacted 
that, m the interest of “concord and unity”, there should be one 
uniform fashion and manner for “Making and Consecrating of Bishops. 
Priests, Deacons or Ministers of the church”, and that “such form and 
manner as by Six Prelates, and six other men of this realm, learned 
in God’s law, by the King’s Majesty to be appointed and assigned 
shall be devised” should be “set forth under the Great Sea) of 
England before the first day of April next coming” The commissioners 
were appointed on Februar) and, and their work appears to hi\ e been 
completed by the 8th so that, in all probability, tlicir funaion 
confined to approving the form set before them This impression is 
strengthened by a statement of Strype, who records tliat in 1549, when 
“the old Popish order of conferring holy orders was )ct in force”, 
Cranmer, assisted b) Ridley, celebrated an ordination “after that order 
that was soon after established” ^ From another source, we learn that

10 QUEEN ELIZABETH’S LATIN PRAYER BOOK, 1560 

The original Preface of the Prayer Book permits the pri% ate reatation 
of Mattms and Evensong in any language known to those who sa\ 
this Office (see Plate 21) In 1560. Queen Ehzabctli authorized the 
issue of the Prayer Book in a Latin form, the use of which was granted, 
by Royal Letters Patent, “as well to die Dean and Soaccy of Christ 
Church in our University of Oxford, as to Presidents. Wardens, 
Rectors, Masters and Sooctics of all and singular Colleges of Cam- 
bridge, Oxford, Winchester and Eton” The Latin Prater Book of 
1560 presents a number of divergences from die English Book, reminis- 
cent sometimes of the Book of 1 549, and sometimes of prc-Reformation 
usage Strype records that the Latin Book was unpopular in Cambridge, 
being opprobriously termed “the Pope’s Dreggs”, and diat “Some of 
the Fellowship of Bcnct College^ went contemptuous!) from the 
Latin Prayers, the Master being the Minister then that read the same” ^ 
Latin versions nearer to the English Book were issued in and after 1571
